Berlin, M ay 13— “This peace ist 
not acceptable,” Chancellor Scheid- 
emann declared today in a speech 
before the national assembly. 
With 
the utterance the audience 
arose to its feet and cheered e n th u s­ 
iastically for several minutes. 
“We 
ii re willing to sign a peace but only 
a peace we -can fulfill— one that will 
leave us to work off and p ay w hat is 
ju st.” said the chancellor. 
“W e wifl 
not fight. 
We want peace. 
We see 
with 
a 
shudder, 
w hat 
m ilitarism 
leads to from the example set by the 
entente. 
“We want to -ave the life o f the 
country and the people. We are u n ­ 
able to com pare the peace term s with 
Wilson’s 
program . 
The 
world

ture a - a bringer o f peace h a s faded. 
“ According to the terms. Germ any 
h as ceased to exist abroad.
